MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. S.—Indictments 


have been returned by the special feder- 
al grand jury which convened in Minne- 
apolis Oct. 22 to investigate alleged 
freight rebates. In the case of the rail- 
roads 
the indictments contained 147 


counts. ' The minimum penalty for con- 
viction in each case is $1,000 and the 
maximum $20,000. 


None of the interested railroads ex- 


pected that any indictments would be 
returned against them. Each company 
had disclaimed, with apparent sincerity, 
the ' possibility of any criminal act in 
their relations with the grain- 
ies concerning which their employes had 
given testimony before the jury. It is 
believed that the grain companies and in- 
dividuals connected with them had re- 
ceived no inkling of the fact that they 
were being-investigated by the grand 
jury. No member of either grain com- 
pany was called to the stand, nor was 
any of the railroad men indicted who 
hnd testified before the grand jury.

ical rank and'of subordinate traffic pos- 
itions were being called to the witness 
stand,

THE I-ATE JUDGE GAKY. 


It would be well, for the country if it 


had many more such judges aa the late 
Judge Joseph Gary who died at-Chicago 
list week in tho eighty-fifth year of his 
age and who had achieved the high rep- 
utation of being the 
model - criminal 


judge of the country. 


Judge Gary hud won a reputation for 


himself on tho criminal bench long be- 
fore he conducted the trial of the anar- 
chists of the Chicago riots in 1SSG. 'He 
loved order and he loved justice and was 
ever quick to perceive the real, the .lat- 
ent criminal side, and equally quick to; 
perceive on which aide justice 
should 


swing its sword. In this' remarkable 
judge, the erring who had sinned not -for 
love, or the desire for disorder, or the 
upturning of-the orderly events of so- 
ciety, could ever look for consideration. 
But he equally was the just judge who 
punished because the gnilty had 
for- 


feited their rights to society at large 
iind low and order-'must prevail.-

Conditions in the east- 
ern and western hemispheres in the polar 
regions are materially 'different, and the 
previous record, that of Duke of Abruzzi, 
ran made, in.r.hc eastern hemisphere in 
1000. In the western hemisphere Peary 
had his own record to beat, that of his 
'oyage of 1IJ02, a«d he did it, not by 
merely half a degree but by 
almost 


three degrees. 


Put it in another way, this means 


thnt, whereas the farthest north in the 
western hemisphere find heretofore been 
latitude 84:17, Peary hhs now cut off 
more than half of the distance that in 
this quarter still remained between'his 
former terminus nnd tho pole. Another 
trip with nn equal gain nnd he would win 
tho great victory.

pole he would have gained for himself an 
unending fame.
